Floated Into Place 
For Chicago Highway 


CHICAGO— (ZP)—A 700-ton steel 
span, one of the largest of its type 
ever fabricated in the Chicago dis­ 
trict, was put into place yesterday 
in a bridge over the Little Calu­ 
met river.

So smoothly has gone the huge 
task of distributing the holdings of 
I the world-famed motor m agnate 
i that it received the plaudits of 


I probate court today. 
Judge Jam es 
J H. Sexton indicated it was ex tra­ 
ordinary for an estate of such size. 
Holdings Stay Intact 
Only a few brief court sessions 
have been needed to settle the 
affairs of the man who helped to 
put America on wheels. 
Anc!, due to arrangem ents made 
long before his death in 1947, a 
breakup of the far-flung 
Ford 
holdings—to pay taxes—has been 
avoided. 
The federal government already 
has received $32,758,930 in estate 
taxes and the state of Michigan 
$8,057,059. 
Other expenditures have been 
$2,000,000, paid to the widow, the 
late Mrs. Clara Bryant Ford, as 
executrix, and $920,814 
for the 
estate administrators. 
The latter figure includes $525,- 
000 for legal counsel and $262,000 
for tax accountants. 
The four Ford grandchildren— 
Henry 2nd, Benson, William and 
Josephine—and the Ford Founda­ 
tion, all chief beneficiaries, have 
received $7,636,086 
in dividends 
: from 381,410 shares of lo r d com- 
! pany stock.

Seeks To Ascertain 
American Policy 
By MARQUIS CHILDS 
WASHINGTON— As a reporter 
moving about this capital, I have 
been talking with a number of of­ 
ficials in the past few weeks try­ 
ing to find out which way pre­ 
sent policy was leading and why. 
What with the clamor in the air 
of variety of voices, it has some­ 
times seemed 
though the goal 
was to create as much confusion 
as possible. 
Military men have been under 
a severe handicap ever since the 
mass 
intervention 
of 
Chinese 
Communist troops. 
They 
could 
not announce 
their plans to the 
country since this 
would 
mean 
also announcing them to present 
and 
potential 
enemies. 
Conse­ 
quently what has been happening 
in Korea has left 
many 
people 
with a feeling of confusion and 
dismay. 
On the civilian side the system 
of defense production, as direct­ 
ed from Washington, is in process 
of being revamped. That process 
is continuing with Charles E. Wil­ 
son, as head of the office of de­ 
fence 
mobilization, 
moving 
as 
fast as possible. But the change­ 
over has produced an added sense 
of confusion. 
Can’t Hold Korea 
In this and a following column 
I want to try to appraise where 
we are now and where we 
are 
going on the basis of a reporter’s 
questions asked nnd answered in 
one form or another. Inevitably 
the picture has gaps, since 
many 
decisions must be made on a day- 
to-day masis as events occur. 
First, as to Korea. 
The 
basic 
fact which mu-t always 
be 
re­ 
membered is that military com­ 
manders never believed that the 
Korean Peninsula was defensible. 
They went into Korea because it 
was decided at the ton

Certain limited choices remained 
dependent on the relative force 
of the U. N. and the enemy—to 
hold a line on or about the 38th 
parallel, to hold for an indefinite 
period 
beachhead 
perimeters 
around certain ports, to get out 
under massive force applied from 
China’s huge reservoir of man­ 
power. 
Events appear to be dictating 
the last of these three choices. 
The withdrawal appears to be 
more rapid than had been ex­ 
pected. 
Evacuation of American forces 
is to Japan where there is urgent 
need for greater strength. As to 
Japan, John Foster Dulles, for 
the state department, is for con­ 
cluding a settlement at once be­ 
fore the full implications of the 
Korean withdrawal are evident 
For the moment at least, military 
men oppose any relaxation of the 
present occupation status, feeling 
that to 
do 
so 
would 
further 
weaken Japan militarily. But this 
is a relatively minor difference 
that is the subject of a perfectly 
friendly exchange of view. 
Problem in Europe 
On Communist China the de­ 
cisions have not been filled in. 
Ironically enough, it appears to 
be Secretary of Slate Dean Ache- 
son who is pressing for limited 
action against the Chinese main­ 
land, thereby aligning him with 
some of his most violent Republi­ 
can critics. There is opposition to 
such a limited war. 
With respect to Eurone every

IO divisions 
were 
trained 
and 
available in this country in, say, 
two or three months, their use 
in Europe would not be contem­ 
plated. Ten American 
divisions 
added to 1he two now in Germany

Russian sweep. 
The 
calculated 


risk would be too great for 
IO 
divisions. 
But if 
the 
political-military- 
diplomatic situation 
shapes 
up 
properly, it is possible that four 
American divisions will be sent 
to Europe in 1951. The two divis­ 
ions now in Germany would al­ 
most certain be lost with a Rus­ 
sian sweep across Europe. With 
six divisions a holding operation 
is conceivable that should 
save 
most of the men and the equip­ 
ment through 
evacuation. 
The 
additional four divisions would, 
of course, be sent 
only 
when 
Western Europe began to create 
its own ratio of strength. 
The goal is to build up addi­ 
tional divisions in an orderly way 
as quickly as equipment is avail­ 
able. The build-up will go much 
further than has been announc­ 
ed, the exact number of divisions 
still being secret. It is where this 
matter of military manpower re­ 
lates to Industrial manpower and 
production that the greatest con­ 
fusion exists. On the one hand 
is

"all 
out 
mobilization,” which is given a 
wide variety of meanings On the 
other hand are those who resist 
the defense effort in one wav or 
another. To reconcile those con­

Parents M ust Realize 
Russia W a r Aims 


T TNTIL recently Douglas Larsen, NEA 
^ W ashington correspondent, conducted 
a reader column of questions and answers 
on service problems. A high percentage of 
the inquiries were from women, 
mostly 
mothers of boys who faced a service call. 
More often than not, these queries seem­ 
ed to add up to: “How can I keep my boy 
at home?” 
The other day, however, Larsen got a 
letter of a different sort. Like m any of the 
others, it was from a m other—this time of 
tw o boys. But her questions didn’t have 
th e same tone. They were m ore a challeng­ 
ing message, a message that every Ameri­ 
can might listen to in these times. 
H ere’s how this m other feels: 
“ Q. H ave only two sons whom we love 
very dearly and for whom we have enter­ 
tained great hopes. One, now studying for 
his Ph. D., expects momentarily a call 
from the Naval Reserve. The other was in 
the Marine Corps three years. . . He start­ 
ed back to college only to be recalled to ! 
the Marines last September. 
*‘Is there any possibility that these boys j 
w ill not be allowed to fight for their coun- ; 
try and continue to m ake sacrifices for a 
land which has given them so much? 
“ Is there any danger that these boys will 
be infected by the loose talk of selfish and 
unthinking Americans into letting down 
the men who suffered and died in Korea, 
and their brothers in humanity who are j 
held in the harsh chains of slavery all over 
the world and cry out to them for help?” 
Mothers and fathers everywhere in A m ­ 
erica could well ponder these words. For 
there are disturbing reports from 
many 
/sections that lots of boys of draft age do | 
not understand either the peril the nation 
faces, or the justice of their being called to 
help meet it. 
Many young men have the notion they j 
a re being asked to shelve their individual 
plans and hope and perhaps risk their lives j 
because a few m en charged with the con­ 
duct of our foreign affairs have committed I 
l o n e mistakes. 
C ertainly mistakes have been made. And 
no m atter who holds high office in this j 
country, they will probably continue to be 
made. N ever infallible, hum an beings are j 
particularly not so w hen confronted with ! 
a world so complex it taxes the greatest 
m inds to the very limit. 
But the basic thing we have to remem- , 
b er is that our peril is not 
primarily

product of such errors on our part.

danger is being contrived in the Kremlin 1

now then later. 
Even if our to p-ran k leaders had not 
m ade a single m ajor m istake, 
the peril 
would he there. For Russia’s purpose is 
unalterable 
It is the Soviet Union, not

A m erican official, th at has plunged iii in- ; 
to this crisis. 
O ur avoidance of m istak 
m ight have changed the shape of R ussi 
plans. But it would not have changed ti 
plans. 
If all parents can grasp this overriding 
fact as does the mother quoted here. then 
they will understand w hy their sons are 
needed. And they can m ake their boys soc 
it is right to put aside personal plans until 
the safety of their nation and the whole 
free world is assured.

W ASHINGTON — Inside reason w hy a 
new railroad strike is brewing despite the 
supposed “settlem ent” announced to the 
public last month is friction between the 
railroad brotherhood chiefs and likable, 
glad-handing White House assistant John 
S ted m an .

W hat irked them w as first of all a sen­ 
tence they discovered in a strikc-agree- 
m en t m em orandum which they negotiated 
after a grueling, all-night session 
at

W hite House last month. The line read: “ If 
the parties” cannot agree on 
details 
of 
agreem ent or rules, they shall 
be 
sub­ 
m itted to John R. S ted m an for 
a 
final 
decision.” 
This, brotherhood chieftains interpreted, 
m eant that S ted m a n would have a th ree- 
year job as a rail negotiator w hether 
he 
rem ained on the White House staff or not. 
A nother thing that ired them was Steel- 
m a n ’s tactics in proposing that the two 
sides write down the points of near-agree­ 
m ent and take them home as a basis for 
final settlement. This so-called “m em or­

In the last 
five years alone, some $83 billion 
have been poured into new and 
im proved plants. 
Take steel, for instance. In 1939, 
this industry, with a product that 
is as vital to guns as it is to re­ 
frigerators, automobiles or bobby 
pins, had an annual capacity of 
less than 82 million tons. Today, 
its capacity tops 103 million tons— 
will scale 107 million tons by the 
en I of the year.

The picture is even m ore favor­ 
able in electrical appliances. Re­

Clear Road for Cleanliness 
The housewife should have lit­ 
tle trouble keeping things clean 
around the house this year. M anu­ 
facturers could m ake 50% fewer 
vacuum cleaners in 1951 than in 
1950 and still roll out a m ountain­ 
ous 1,785,000 units. In 1939, out­

Nor docs the housewife need t f 
worry about a return of the old­

washboard. 
Washing

War Mobilization Czar 
Faces Many Problems 


By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON — (ZP) — This 
country stumbled around here at 
home before and during World 
W ar II with the 
agencies 
that 
were created to handle the billion 
details connected with mobiliza­ 
tion for w ar. 
An agency was set up, didn’t 
work quite right, had to be suc­ 
ceeded by another agency, and in 
turn that was succeeded by an ­ 
other. 
It’s all well-known and a mut­ 
ter of record. 
Now as we begin 
preparations for w hat may be an­ 
other war, President T rum an is 
going to m ake an effort to avoid 
some of those old mistakes. 
He has set up a new, central 
agency to direct industrial mobil­ 
ization w ith Charles 
E. 
Wilson 
as head of it. 
Wilson was presi­ 
dent of the General Electric com­ 
pany. 
Maybe this will give some idea 
of what happened 
before 
and 
w hat some of the problems 
are 
now. 
Another New Agency 
Take just two of the big prob­ 
lems which confronted the nation 
back 
in 
the 
pre-Pearl Harbor 
days when it wanted to turn out 
weapons, leave 
some 
materials 
for civilian goods, and control in­ 
flation. 
• In Janu ary , 1941 the Office of 
Production M anagement 
(ORM) 
was created to get defense pro­ 
duction going. 
This didn’t work 
well and in August, 1941 a new 
agency was put on top of ORM, 
called SPA R—the Supply Priori­ 
ties and Allocution Board. 
(It’s job was w hat tho 
name 
implies: 
It was supposed to get 
the necessary materials into the 
hands of w ar m anufacturers and 
decide what firm should get first 
crack at what materials, in the 
order of their need.) 
But this didn’t work perfectly, 
either. 
So in January, 1942 the 


War Production Board 
was created as a successor to OPM 
and SPAH. 
Meanwhile, 
in 
April, 
1941, 
OPALS was set up. 
This was the 
Office 
of 
Price Administration 
and Civilian Supply. 
It was sup­ 
posed to keep prices down and de­ 
cide what materials, after defense 
needs were met, should go into 
civilian goods and w hat kind. 
In the price field, OPACS was 
under a handicap. 
It 
couldn’t 
impose price controls. 
Arui in the 
supply field it 
was 
constantly 
coming into conflict with ORM 
and SPAH. 
Finally, the supply 
job 
was 
taken away from OPACS, put un­ 
der SPAH and WRB, and OPACS 
became OPA. 
These were just a few of the 
many pre-w ar and w artim e agen­ 
cies, and inflation w as growing 
in many directions. 
At last, in an 
effort to pull together all 
the 
loose ends connected with infla­ 
tion 
and 
Jiving 
cost 
controls, 
President Roosevelt created 
the 
Economic Stablization Board. 
Still there were problems, con­ 
flicts among all the agencies and 
their various Fields, 
For instance, 
w ar production, 
price 
control, 
wage controls, 
m anpow er 
con­ 
trols, manpow er controls, defense ; 
transportation, and so on. 
At last as boss of the 
whole 
show President Roosevelt set up I 
in May, 1943, the Office of War I 
Mobilization. 
Take w hat’s happening now In 
the field of Inflation control, the 
President, by act of Congress, has j 
created the economic 
stab/liza- j 
tion agency, with power to con­ 
trol price and wages. 
But in the other fields—of pro- ! 
(’notion, priorities, supplies, 
de­ 
fense transportation, 
controlling I 
fuels, and so on, the authority for j 
handling the various items is scat- j 
tered iii agencies around the gov- I 
eminent.

Mine Project Calls 
For $100,000,000 


Oil Industry Sure 
It Can Meet Needs 
Of Nation For 1951 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK—(ZP)—The oil in­ 
dustry heads into a new and trou­ 
bled year with civilian demand 
for its products already 
at 
an 
all-time peak. 
Oil is an essential of 
modern 
war. But most oilmen, insist that 
in spite of the 
headaches 
they 
expect in 1951 the industry should 
be able to satisfy both 
military 
and civilian demand next year— 
if given half a break. 
Military demand is bound 
to 
rise in the months ahead as the 
army adds new tanks and trucks, 
the air force adds new planes and 
the navy adds more 
ships 
and 
sails more miles. 
More Wells Drilled 
But the nation’s oil productive 
capacity is rising, too. The indus­ 
try has been pouring $2 billion a 
year into expansion and modern­ 
ization. More wells than ever are 
being drilled. Oilmen are fighting 
to see that enough steel is allocat­ 
ed them for drilling wells, build­ 
ing refineries and tankers, laying 
new additions to the nation’s net­ 
work of pipelines. 
Oilmen 
disagree 
as 
to 
how 
much reserves the 
nation 
could 
tap in a 
long-term 
emergency. 
Some estimate domestic produc­ 
tion—which averaged around 5,- 
405,000 barrels a day last year— 
could be stepped up by 
1,315,000 
more barrels a day, if the military 
gave the word. Others have said 
perhaps only 680.000 
barrels 
a 
day could be added 
efficiently, 
over a protracted term. By “ef­ 
ficiently” oilmen mean the max­ 
imum amount that can bo pump­ 
ed from the nation’s wells with­ 
out loss of potential oil—if more 
than 
the 
efficient 
amount is 
pumped daily, some of the 
un­ 
derground oil seeps away and is 
lost forever. 
Gasoline From Coal 
But whatever the amount 
of 
oil that 
could be pumped 
effi­ 
ciently over a long period, the na­ 
tion is now in a position to assure 
itself of synthetic 
oil 
from 
its 
vast coal reserves. Although 
the 
process is still too expensive for 
commercial use—in the 
opinion 
of some oilmen—the government 
is now producing gasoline 
from 
coal in impressive quantities 
at 
its experimental plant in Louis­ 
iana, Mo. In an emergency, when 
expense Is no object, the United 
States could count on a synthetic 
gasoline industry, just as it can 
on a synthetic rubber industry. 
The American 
Petroleum 
In­ 
stitute reports on the state of the 
natural oil industry as it heads 
into a year dedicated to 
defense 
production. Domestic demand for 
oil and its products rose 
ll per 
cent in 1950 to an estimated 6,- 


455.000 barrels a 
day. 
Domestic 
oil production, at 5,405,000 
bar­ 
rels a day, was 
larger 
than 
in 
1949, if not quite as high as in 
1948. To this production was add­ 
ed some 493,000 barrels a day of 
natural 
gasoline, 
and 
around 
844.000 barrels a day of imported 
oil. 
API says that despite the 
all- 
time high demand for oil in 
the 
United States, the wholesale price 
of crude oil and its products had 
advanced only one per 
cent 
in 
1950—while the index of whole­ 
sale prices of all commodities was 
going up 4.1 per cent.

WASHINGTON — (ZP) — Rep 
Bennett (R-Mich) said the defense 
minerals administration had ad 
vised him it will approve a Mich 
igan copper paine project which 
may involve a $100,000,000 gov­ 
ernment loan. 
The mine is the White Pine pro­ 
perty in Ontonagon 
county 
in 
Michigan’s Upper Peninsula. Ben­ 
nett said it is the largest known 
undeveloped copper ore body on 
the North American continent. 
James Boyd, director of the bu­ 
reau of mines and head 
of 
the 
newly-created defense 
minerals 
administration, told Bennett the 
project definitely will go ahead in 
some form. 
Property Checked Over 
“We need the copper and the 
government will 
see 
that 
the 
White Pine mine gets into opera­ 
tion,” Boyd told the congressman. 
The defense minerals admini­ 
stration now has five field investi­ 
gators checking on the mine. It 
may be a month before all details 
are settled and contracts signed, 
Boyd said. 
The Copper Range Mining Co., 
Houghton, Mich., which owns the 
White Pine property, has submit­ 
ted three propositions. 
The 
de­ 
fense minerals administration has 
not yet decided which it will ap­ 
prove, Bennett was advised. 
The maximum loan sought is 
$100,000,000. With the aid, the 
White Pine mine could reach a top 
production of 75,000 tons of cop­ 
per metal annually within three 
years, the congressman was told 
by Morris F. Lacroix, president of 
the Copper Range Co. 
This production would be more 
than IO per cent of the entire do­ 
mestic production of copper metal 
at present. In 1949, this produc­ 
tion totaled 695,000 tons. 
Bigger Output Needed 
Boyd said the White Pine ap­ 
plication was by far the largest 
involving copper under considera­ 
tion by his agency. It is equalled in 
size only by an aluminum project, 
he said. 
The defense 
mineral 
admini­ 
stration was set up under the de­ 
fense production act. Congress has 
appropriated $600,000,000 to aid in 
projects vital to the mobilization 
effort. More money is expected to 
be made available later.

Potter 
Boost 
Bill Helps 
Lake Fleet

WASHINGTON — (dJ) — Rep. 
Potter (R-Mich), author of the 
Great Lakes ship bill which re­ 
sulted in sale of six vessels to lakes 
operators, said he felt the measure 
had brought only a step 
in the 
right direction. 
Potter told a reporter he hopes 
to introduce legislation 
designed 
to bring a much greater re-estab­ 
lishment of package freight and 
passenger service on the lakes. 
However, he added he would 
not do so while the present mo­ 
bilization emergency is on. 
W'ar Discourages Bids 
Contracts to buy 
these 
war- 
surplus ships each were signed by 
two lakes operators, the Wiscon- 
sin-Michigan Steamship 
Co., 
of 
Milwaukee 
and 
the 
Universal 
Steamship Co., of 
Detroit, 
last 
Saturday. Deadline for the sign­ 
ing was Dee. 31, 1950. 
Potter’s bill authorized sale of 
IO vessels to lakes operators. He 
expressed disappointment only six 
were sold. 
“But I guess that’s the best that 
could be done under the circum­ 
stances,” he said. “Some compan­ 
ies which would have submitted 
bids were scared off by war con­ 
ditions. 
“They were afraid they would 


spend a lot of money on the ships 
and then the government would 
take them over in 
a 
full-scale 
war.” 
There were more than 25 ships 
In the package freight service on 
the great lakes before World War 
Two.

Coming Up Mississippi 
Potter said he understood the 
purchasers of tile six ships plan 
to bring them up the Mississippi 
river and Illinois ship canal into 
the lakes next spring.

uses of copper, effective March I. 
Good For 50 Years 
Lacroix informed Bennett there 
is enough copper in the property 
to keep the mine in operation for 
50 years. 
A new 
metallurgical 
process 
will be used in refining the ore. 
Mills will be erected adjacent to 
the mine. The ore will be taken 
out of the mine on conveyor belts 
through shafts running 
at 
an 
angle because of the unusual ore 
strata. 
The copper company has built a 
small pilot shaft at the mine. It 
had planned to go ahead with its 
development on 
a 
commercial 
basis but on a much smaller scale 
than the government wants, Ben­ 
nett said. 
Boyd’s office called in officials 
of the Copper Range Company in 
mid-December to ask that produc­ 
tion plans for the mine be expand­ 
ed greatly. 
If the mine goes into maximum 
production, Lacroix informed Ben­ 
nett that it will have 1,300 em­ 
ployes including those in the mills. 
Many others will be employed in 
the various construction stages. 
The village of White Pine is ex­ 
pected to expand to a town of 6,- 
000, larger than Ontonagon, the 
county seat. Construction work in 
the town should begin by April I, 
Bennett was told. The company 
plans to rent houses to its em ­ 
ployes. 
About $13,000,000 
would 
be 
spent in Ontonagon to 
build 
a 
steam generating plant to supply 
power for the mine and mills. 
Under the new 
metallurgical 
process which makes development 
of the mine feasible, about 85 
per cent of the copper can be ex­ 
tracted from the area, a highly 
satisfactory percentage, Bennatt 
said. 
Boyd told the congressman the 
copper would be sold on the open 
market except for

serve for its stockpile.
